WADN went on the air on 8-28, hours are 
0600-2400, folk music from 0600 to 1800, all live assisted, and 
BBC-CBC feed from 1800-2400, and some CBC feed on Sunday AM's. 
This station is definitely unique, will most likely be a 
resounding success in its upper middle class suburban area, and 
its staff is extremely friendly. Too bad that Fairfield County, 
CT does not have such a station. Stay tuned for a Profile on 
WADN. 


If one likes show tunes instead of folk music, another 


treasure on Boston's AM dial is the now WRCA-I 330, Wottheam, 
"Show Biz Radio" features Broadway and Hollywood show music 
probably like the ill-fated KSHO-540, Hesperia, C@..sbul ot think 
that the format will do well} in Bostou's upocabe western gaubutbr. 
WBIV-1160 is now mostly all Spanish, and hears move’ tls studios 
to Commonwealth Avenue, Boston, and cetvlainly does nok serve 
Natick, its city of license, and the tranimittier is a multi-tower 
affair in Ashland. 
Sadly, WMEX, 1150 said "Goodbye" to its great oldies format. 
It now features my second to least Lavorite format....BRN 
Business News. And dawn the road in Providence, 990 is now WALE, 
with talk..it is one of at least four talk outlets in the area. 


This 50,0600 watt powerhouse has studios in downtown Providence, 
and a six tower array is located on the crest of a wooded hill in 
Nasonville, 20 miles NW of town. The station began life in 1961 
as WLKW (Named for 50,000 watts), with EZL, more recently became 
WEAN, with torch songs of the 1930's-1950's, totally automated, 
and now is WALE, moved from 1400 in Fall River, MA., just east of 
Providence. 


Al Holtz writes from Philadelphia that WEAZ-AM, 560 has been 
sold to Salem Communications and will probably go to a religious 
format, as did Salem's NYC acquisition, WMCA. Salem has applied 
for 560's original and famous call ~ WFIL.

own lists, 1 try not to put too may impossible targets, though it is sometimes 
good for sulf-esteem and ego to be bold in listing Hawaian or Alaskan targets! 
In any event, I am sure that Shawn finds it a pleasurable experience to enter 

the Date Heard in big red letters when he finally finds his targets. 


Shawn’s information column can be derived from the NRC Logbook, but (as 
anyone reading this knows) the columns in DX News are an excellent source of 
up-do-date tips. An additional good point about Shawn’s target sheet is that 
it provides & place to quickly summarize all of the tips that we may find 
from issue to issue. If you have ever found yourself leafing through the the 
last 20 issues of DX News looking for the specifics of a vaguely remembered 
tip, Shawn’s idea may be just the thing for you!
